3. Applicant's arguments filed 9/26/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive^ The addition of the limitation "non-circular" fails to overcome the prior art 
rejection based dh King, 5595567. King discloses bond pattern lines made from the' 
shape of ah ellipse or an oval, which is non-circular (column 8, paragraph 2). Figure 6 
shows circular bond patterns that intersect. The disclosure also states that these 
circular b<j>nd, patterns can be ellipses, ovals or spirals (column 12, paragraph 3).
